I’ve told this story before, so 
stop me if you've heard it. It was 1996 and 
I was sitting in my office at Rolling Stone. 
Hunter S. Thompson was in town cele- 
brating the 25th anniversary of his wild 
and lysergic Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas. 
I was busy trying to wrap up the latest is- 
sue. He was partying with staffers and 
others in a nearby conference room. 
[opted out. 

At some point, a loud 
pounding rattled the | 
glass window of my 
office. I looked up. 

It was Thompson, 
plastic baseball bat 
in hand, yelling for 
me to come to the 
party. That was the 
moment I realized 
the implications of 
being at the storied 
Rolling Stone. I also 
realized that the 
Rolling Stone of 1996 
was very different 
from the Rolling Stone 
of 1971. It was safer — a 
plastic bat instead of a 
solid Louisville Slugger. It 
was more politically correct. In 
some ways, it was better, nicer, 
more thoughtful, more consid- 
erate. But it wasn’t as gonzo. 

Gonzo was important. It 
could validate your worldview; 
make you wanna holler, throw up both 
your hands; make you squirm, shudder, 
be totally and completely outraged. All 
in one article. Maybe even in one para- 
graph or sentence. 

Let me back up and introduce myself: 
I’m the new editor of SF Weekly. I've been 
here a couple of months already, but I 
wanted to take this time to say hello and 
offer some of my thoughts on journalism 
and writers and papers and websites. 
We're going to be doing bold things here. 
We're going to be doing things you may 
like, things you may hate, and things you 
may be neutral about. Frankly, we'd rath- 
er you like them or hate them. 

I told the story about Thompson 
not because we plan to return to some 
old ideas about gonzo journalism, but 
because we're going to try to dust off 
the spirit of gonzo now and then and 
do things that haven’t been done ina 
while — maybe never. Because if there 
was one thing about gonzo journalism 
in its prime, it’s that it was never bor- 
ing. Thompson was a mess, but he was 
never dull.

Which leads me to the guy on the 
cover of this issue: sports writer Jay 
Mariotti. He’s a friggin’ lightning rod, 
hated by some, loved by others. He’s 
become a pariah in some quarters, and 
a cause célébre to those who think he’s 
been treated unfairly. 

Beginning this week, Mariotti will be 
bringing his own special kind of sports 
gonzo to SF Weekly occasionally, and 
to our sister publication, the Examiner, 
more than occasionally. 

We think you're going to read him, 
whether you like him or not. 

Here’s the deal: Of course we know 
about Mariotti’s troubled legal history. 
We know he was accused of domestic vi- 
olence and that he pleaded “no contest” 
and got probation for it. But we didn’t 

bring Mariotti here to write about 
domestic violence. We brought 
him here to write about 
sports. And he’s a terrif- 
ic sports writer. 

SF Weekly’s mis- 
sion in this city is 
to uncover heinous 

crimes and corrupt 
leaders; to write 
about food, arts, 
music, and cultural 
issues in ways 
that hopefully 
give you different 
perspectives. 
No holds barred. 
Mariotti’s sports 
writing will give 
you a different per- 
spective. His story in 
this particular issue 
will give you a different 
perspective — on him. 

I have no idea what 
happened between Mariotti 
and his former girlfriend, and 
neither do you, unless you 
are him or her. No web story 
has given me any more insight on what 
happened than what court documents 
already say (although lots of stories have 
given me great insight on the writers of 
the stories). It’s no secret that in the dig- 
ital age we try and convict people online 
and not in the legal system. Mariotti 
says he’s not guilty. He'll tell you why. 

Is it bold to bring Mariotti to this 
company because he was accused of 
some shitty crimes? No, that’s not 
what’s bold about it. That was a decision 
higher-ups in the company made after 
lots of conversations with him, and 
they trusted what they heard. What’s 
bold is that, in spite of this, we decided 
to bring to the Bay Area’s sports scene 
an excellent writer with a voice that’s 
singular in ways not unlike maverick 
voices from the past, such as Hunter S. 
Thompson's.

Lyrical Bust 


Rap video turns into crime scene when cops allegedly stop and frisk musicians

San Francisco rapper 

Yung Lott had big plans to filma 

music video for his song “Demo” all 
around Bayview-Hunters Point; the nine 
collaborators on the song were going to 
perform a verse each at a different spot 
in the neighborhood. 

“T was trying to bring people togeth- 
er and show off their talents,” Lott says. 

But the video didn’t turn out to be 
that attempt at artistic unity. As the 
group began filming rapper Joeski’s 
verse at a playground around 5:30 p.m. 
on March 8, a dozen cops raided the 
scene. Raw footage of the police sweep, 
released on YouTube by videographer 
Brian Storm, showed the cops storming 
into the shoot, guns drawn. 

“They had us all in handcuffs and 
they went around searching us all. They 
went around taking pictures, and you 
know, touching everybody,” says Lott. 

The mass detention of 20 black men 
isn’t great PR for the SFPD, which is 
already under fire after the news media 
got word of racist and homophobic 
text messages exchanged among active 
officers. Still, Officer Albie Esparza 
says the searches that day were justi- 
fied, because police spotted a man with 
a loaded gun walking into the crowd. 
Thus, cops were within their right to 
search everyone else for “officer safety 
reasons. (The man, Taj Williams, was 
arrested for being a felon in posses- 
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sion of a loaded firearm.) 


“It was not a stop-and-frisk,” Es- 


parza says. “They were not randomly 


stopped by the police.” 

But Public Defender Jeff Adachi 
says that there is no excuse for police 
to be “doing a wholesale search,” not- 
ing that they need a “specific, articula- 


ble reason” to search any individual. 
“This is a classic case of racial pro- 
filing,” Adachi says. “Even if you as- 


sumed that they had a reason to search 


one man, that doesn’t mean that you 
can search everyone. Can you imagine 
this happening in Pacific Heights? Can 
you imagine this happening to a group 
of white tourists? No. It wouldn't.” 
Adachi says black and Latino men 
in San Francisco are subject to such 
unjustified searches all the time. Lott 
agrees, saying this has been his experi- 





ence. However, this was the first time 
a San Francisco cop had pointed a gun 
at him. “We weren't let go until about 


8:45p.m. When I got up my hands was 


numb, my bottom was numb,” he says. 


After the playground shot was 
filmed, Lott had planned to shoot his 
own verse of “Demo” on Shafter Ave- 
nue in the Bayview, the street where 
he grew up. The police raid changed 
that. Once released, he says, “I went 
straight home. I didn’t even shoot my 
part. I shot my part inside my house.”

Water thieves are striking 
across California, except in San 
Francisco, where the city’s Smart 
Meters have outsmarted would-be 
water crooks. 

While aqua-bandits in other 
counties have taken to emptying 
water tanks at schools, illegally 
tapping fire hydrants, and drain- 
ing lakes and rivers on public 
land, Tyrone Jue of the San Fran- 
cisco Public Utilities Commission 
says there haven't been any re- 
ported incidents of water theft in 
the city as of yet. 

According to Jue, the PUC’s 
automated Smart Meters will alert 
the agency instantly to any kind 
of anomalous water use in the 
district, making it easy for crooks 
to get caught. So there is a way 
of knowing whether your house 
guest is taking too long of a show- 
er or if something more nefarious 
is taking place. 

And there’s no need to worry 
about an elaborate heist pilfering 
from our water source. Hetch Het- 
chy and the O'Shaughnessy Dam 
are guarded by the National Park 
Service, with only one access road 
to the remote area. In other words, 
there’s no reason to be concerned 
about theft from the reservoir it- 
self, Jue says. As for the 160 miles 
of pipeline that crry the water to 
San Francisco? “The sheer volume 
of water that’s going through there, 
it’s tremendous,” says Jue. “So if 
you were to attempt to puncture 
a hole into one of those pipelines, 
the likely scenario is that you 


would die.” JW 














Diversifying the 
Mainstream 


SF Pride Elects queer black 
woman as grand marshal 


LGBT protesters connected to 
the #BlackLivesMatter movement have 
riled up tensions within their own group 
after some of them targeted the Castro’s 
largely white bar scene last year, with the 
hope of recruiting all LGBT people to join 
their cause. 

The effort backfired. Twice in the 
past several months, those same pro- 
testers claim they were assaulted by 


patrons or employees at Toad Hall, a 


gay bar that took over the site formerly 


occupied by the Pendulum, which had 
once catered to black gay men. 
Perhaps this will help soften the 
relations: This month, the #Black- 
LivesMatter movement got a strong 
endorsement from one of the LGBT 
community's most mainstream orga- 
nizations, the SF Pride Celebration, 


when Alicia Garza, a longtime Bay Area 


organizer and one of the founders of 
#BlackLivesMatter, was elected as the 
community grand marshal for 2015. 
Garza just so happens to be a queer 
black woman. 

“Every year, issues change, and I 
think that the community and the 


membership look at the most pressing 
issues in the community,’ says Gary 
Virginia, the president of Pride’s board 
of directors. “There was recently a rally 
in the Castro from the LGBT commu- 
nity about Black Trans Lives Matter, 
and I think SF Pride can be credited 
with always being focused on our mis- 
sion about diversity and rights.” 

“We are always monitoring the 
pulse of the movement and we fulfill 
our mission through our honorees,” 
he adds. 

Garza says she sees this as a chance 
to challenge the white LGBT commu- 
nity. “The LGBT movement has a long 
way to go in terms of dealing with 
questions of race,’ she says. “And while 


I am incredibly honored to be chosen as 
a grand marshal, what I would hope is 
that this isn’t a move that is ‘celebrat- 
ing diversity’ but in fact is a move that 
is calling for ‘mainstream’ LGBT move- 
ments to pay much more attention to 
this question of race and even class.” 
Another important issue for Garza 
is what she calls the “deliberate perpet- 
uation” of “this notion that black folks 
are more homophobic than anyone 
else”— a stereotype that she says eras- 
es the work black people have done to 
fight for LGBT rights. “We still have a 
long way to go in terms of the white 
LGBT movement really understanding 
and supporting the centrality of black 
folks as part of the movement.” JW

Are Racist Text Messages 
Protected by Privacy Laws? 


Bigoted San Francisco police officers discover that in the digital age, the whole world’s watching in a whole new way.

Police officers are held to a 
much higher standard than the general 
population. In other words, cops are not 
supposed to engage in conduct unbe- 
coming an officer of the law -- at least 
not anything that might become fodder 
for a viral video. 

But what about when they’re en- 
gaging in unbecoming conduct, such 
as sending and receiving racist text 
messages to one another on personal 
cellphones? 

Much to the chagrin of other San 
Francisco cops, the U.S. District Attor- 
ney last week made public some racist 
and homophobic text exchanges that 
were sent from officers’ private cell- 
phones. While it’s unclear as to whether 
the texts were sent while the cops were 
on or off the clock, these text messages 
were traced back to former San Fran- 
cisco police Officer Ian Furminger, who 
is already at the center of a corruption 
case — and therein lies the issue. Those 
texts — which involved four other 
officers not accused of any crimes — be- 
came part of the public record. 

“Get your pocket gun. Keep it avail- 
able in case the monkey returns to his 
roots, one message read. “Well said!” 
an officer responded. The conversation 
continued: “U may have to kill the half 
breed kids too. Don’t worry. Their an 
abomination of nature anyway [sic].” 

The now-public messages haven't 
helped Furminger, who recently filed 
a motion to be released on bail while 
appealing a December conviction on 
federal corruption charges; in order for 
that motion to be granted, he would 
have to prove he was not a flight-risk 
or a danger to the community. But now 
the DA is using the offensive content 
of those text messages to suggest that 
Furminger is a racist and a character 
of ill will, the nefarious type who 
shouldn't be free on bail. 

The text messages were uncovered 
during an FBI investigation into Fur- 
minger’s corruption case, according to 
court documents. In this case, the mes- 
sages, while highly offensive and ex- 
pressing violence and cruelty, were sent 
from Furminger’s personal cellphone 
to other officers’ personal phones; they 
were never intended for public con- 
sumption. Anthony Brass, the attorney 
for two of the officers involved, said 
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his clients were publicly disgraced and 
humiliated. 

Cops are indeed allowed to have 
their own private conversations, even 
if they go against SFPD’s moral code. 
They are not, however, entitled to that 
privacy when they’re at the center of 
a criminal investigation, as Furminger 
is. That lack of privacy also extends to 
whomever is on the receiving end of 
the text messages. 

“Any notion that you might have 
privacy in your texts or emails or even 
the websites you look at is over,” says 
Brass. “You can be looked at for the 
most private communications and 
judged in that way.” 

While the names of the other offi- 
cers involved were redacted from the 
court documents, police department 
sources were quick to reveal the iden- 
tities. Michael Robison, one of the 
implicated officers, resigned from the 
department last week, while it has 
been said that Michael Celis and two 
others involved have been transferred 
to positions that keep them from in- 
teracting with the public.

University of San Francisco profes- 
sor Susan Freiwald, who writes on cyber 
law and information privacy, says that 
laws surrounding privacy are based 
on the type of technology [a cellphone 
versus a department-issued pager] used 
to send and receive messages, not on 
the content of those messages. So the 
FBI could have secured a warrant to 
pull Furminger’s text messages from a 
provider as needed in the investigation, 
regardless of the offensive content. 

“We should have a reasonable 
expectation of privacy in our text 
messages, says Freiwald. “But that 
doesn’t mean that they are completely 
protected from being seen by police or 
investigators.” 

As for the aftermath of police dis- 
playing their bigotry, more than 1,000 
cases related to those officers will be 
reviewed for bias -- and potentially 
tossed. 

“One does not hold these views at 
home and not have these views affect 
their work,” Public Defender Jeff Adachi 
said at a press conference last week.

brutality protests that swept the Bay 
Area after the East Coast killings of 
unarmed black men by white police of- 
ficers, reaction to the text messages has 
affirmed that the scary content of those 
messages outweighs any issue the pub- 
lic might have with cops’ privacy. 

It also underscores a growing con- 
cern among communities of color: 
Police are targeting them. 

De’Anthony Jones, who grew up in 
public housing in San Francisco, said 
he once objected to the search of one 
of his friends by the SFPD, telling off- 
cers his friend was a good kid who sent 
money to his grandmother. 

“T approached the officers and said, 
‘T hope you understand where I’m com- 
ing from,’ and offered to shake their 
hands,” Jones told a reporter. “They 
said, “We don’t shake your hands, as if 
it’s an us-against-them culture.”

More than four dozen adorable 
dogs were recently rescued from a 
South Korean meat farm, and are 
enjoying a new life in San Fran- 
cisco. The Humane Society Inter- 
national worked to remove 57 
dogs from a miserable meat farm 
and forced the owner to perma- 
nently close down the property. 
“As part of the plan, he signed an 
agreement with HSI to shut down 
the property and move into a per- 
manent, humane trade in crop 
farming,” according to the San 
Francisco SPCA. The rescue was 
part of a larger movement to re- 
duce the dog meat trade in Asia, 
including South Korea where dogs 
are farmed for money. HSI will 
work with other dog farmers who 
agree to get out of the inhumane 
dog meat trade permanently and 
transition into trades like crop 
growing. And where else would 
the dogs land to start a new life, 
but in San Francisco. According to 
the SPCA, 42 of the dogs started 
arriving here March 16 where 
they’re being evaluated for fur- 
ther medical problems before 
they become available for adop- 
tion (hint, hint). 


UNHOLY WATER 


Another San Francisco Catholic 
church is suffering from bad press 
after it was revealed that the city’s 
cathedral installed an automated 
watering system that douses 
homeless people sleeping on the 
church’s steps. KCBS reported last 
week that Saint Mary’s Cathe- 
dral’s goal is very clear: to wash 
away the homeless problem as 
church officials see it. Homeless 
folks have been using the cathe- 
dral’s steps as a place to crash at 
night, and this hasn’t gone over 
well with the Catholic Church, 
which has attempted to deter 
homeless people with “No tres- 
passing” signs. But when that 
didn’t work, the cathedral decided 
to get aggressive and installeda 
system that shoots water from a 
hole 30 feet above where the peo- 
ple are sleeping, according to the 
radio news station. Aside from 
the fact that it’s kinda mean, this 
watering system is a total waste 
during a drought. Of course, only 
after the news went viral did the 
archdiocese feel remorse and vow 
to remove the homeless sprinkers 
ASAP. Time to repent.

Cannabis 
Sustained 
Agriculture

There’s a new addition to farm- 
ers’ markets in San Francisco of late: Ata 
table stacked with empty small mason 
jars, a few smiling young fellows are hand- 
ing out free apples. 

The apples are bait. These guys are 
marijuana salesmen. 

Stuck on each organic Fuji is a cou- 
pon for a free joint from FlowKana, the 
latest San Francisco-based, app-hailed 
cannabis delivery startup. FlowKana 
is a bit late to the “Uber for marijuana, 
Lyft of pot” game — there are already 
at least three services promising weed 
delivered to wherever you happen to 
be in under 10 minutes. So its angle is 
different: It'll deliver a product most 
people don’t want. 

It sounds like a recipe for disaster. 
But it could work. There’s precedent. It 
relies on convincing conscientious con- 
sumers — the kind of people who care 
that chickens led a happy, carefree life 
before they were rendered into stock — 
to ask a few questions. 


They're simple questions, but they’re 
ones most pot smokers don’t ask: 

Who grew my weed, and why does 
it matter? 


Most legal marijuana in America is 
grown indoors. This is partially a result of 
prohibition, which drove pot farmers inside 
for pure survival. It also drove demand. 
Thanks largely to the reputation of 
cheap, poorly grown black market weed 
— the kind sold in high schools and mall 
parking lots across the country for most 
of our lives — outdoor marijuana is not 
held in high regard by the typical con- 
sumer. At dispensaries, the cheapest bud 
on offer is almost always grown outside. 
“Outdoor” is such a bad word in 
cannabis circles that dispensaries have 
rebranded the stuff “sungrown.” It still 
sells for 20 to 30 percent less than indoor. 
This is what FlowKana CEO Michael 
Steinmetz thinks he can get people to 
buy at a premium. For “farm-to-table,” 
“sustainable” marijuana, the former 
organic vegetable trader is charging $50 
an eighth — the same price as top-shelf, 
mind-bending indoor. 
So for the extra money, what do 
you get, aside from a guy on a bicycle 
bringing you weed? You get “organically 
grown’ weed (since pot is federally 
illegal, there’s no such thing as certified 
organic yet). And in the same way you 
get a newsletter from the farmer in 
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Dixon in your CSA box, you get to know 
your farmer. In FlowKana’s case, you can 
even email him or her. Trading messages 
with Cicero-quoting Casey O’Neil, a 
third-generation Mendocino cannabis 
farmer, is absolutely something new in 
the billion-dollar cannabis industry. As 
is sampling O’Neil’s “heirloom” strains 
— Broken Arrow Royal Kush, Long 
Valley Royal — the likes of which you 
cannot find in the store. 

You also won't get as high. This is a 
selling point. “Most commercial marijua- 
na is bred to have high amounts of THC 
and nothing else,’ Steinmetz says. “So 
you re just gonna get really fucking high, 
no matter what other experience you 
have.” O’Neil’s weed, on the other hand, 
“is more earthy, more mellow, more bal- 
anced... the word is just more balanced.” 

Outdoor cannabis does have a small 
but extremely dedicated following. 
They’re not bargain seekers, they’re 
aficionados who will outright refuse to 
smoke anything grown inside. 

It’s hard to quantify, but there’s 
something different about weed grown 
using the sun. It tastes different. The 
high is different. 

This is where Flowkana’s custom- 
ers — not to mention Steinmetz’s 
investors — have to take what sounds 
like a New Age leap of faith. The sun, it 
appears, gives marijuana more flavor. 
This is quantifiable in a cannabis flower’s

terpene count. Terpenes, put as simply 
as possible, are what determines how a 
plant smells. More cannabis users believe 
they also determine a high. It’s those ter- 
penes that balance everything out. 

Now all Steinmetz has to do is create a 
demand for the “Whole Foods of weed.” 


FlowKana’s late February launch 
party was pure Silicon Valley boomtimes. 
Guests were whisked to a redwood man- 
sion in the Berkeley hills with stunning 
views of the entire bay, a full bar, exquisite 





snacks, an acrobat dangling from a length 
of red silk, and, of course, loads of fin- 
ger-sized joints of Casey’s weed. 

‘These parties serve one major pur- 
pose: Write-ups in TechCrunch, the Verge, 
and other national press followed. But 
that was all weeks ago. None of it will 
mean a thing unless the same crowd that 
prefers Uber to taxi cabs out of pure cost 
and convenience — damn what it means 
for workers — can be convinced to be 
mindful about its marijuana source. 

There are a few things working in 
FlowKana’s favor: economics and cli- 
mate change. 

Indoor marijuana is expensive to 
produce. It takes a lot of electricity to 
run grow lights. To grow a pound of 
indoor pot, you need the energy created 
by burning up to 2,000 pounds of fossil 
fuels. Not only is the sun sustainable, 
it’s free. Once full legalization hits Cal- 
ifornia, farms using free solar energy 
to grow crops will be able to undercut 
indoor’s prices. It may soon be cost-pro- 
hibitive to grow inside. 

In the meantime, FlowKana is looking 
for the kind of people who hang out at 
farmers markets, the folks who prefer Ni- 
man Ranch to McDonald’s. Farmers’ mar- 
kets are a good place to start. And at least 
when smokers do finally ask where their 
weed comes from, there’s an answer.

In the lobby of the Twitter 
building, which is near the Uber building 
and the Dolby building and a residential 
tower where $5,500 a month will get you 
969 square feet and a parking spot, I visit a 
gourmet market that makes Saison look 
like Burger King. I examine a $75 bottle of 
2007 Fiorita Brunello, check out a $67 jug 
of French lavender shampoo, consider a 
$130 slab of Jamon Iberico Pata Negra 
(“pure acorn fed Iberian pigs”) and settle 
for a $6 ice cream cone. Then I stroll out- 
side, absorb the glory of a blue-skies- 
and-71 afternoon, head across Ninth 
Street ... and have to weave and shake like 
Steph Curry to avoida fresh puddle of 
bubbly urine. 

That shower, truth be told, is among 
many reasons San Francisco is the best 
place to write in our thrive-or-die repub- 
lic. It was left by a shouting homeless 
man whose pants are undone, one of 
thousands whose blighted survivalism is 
juxtaposed against the backdrop of the 
city’s new rich. For a writer, this social 
clash is literary gold. I said as much to 
my new editor-in-chief at the Examiner 
— “You should have someone just walk- 
ing up and down Market Street every 
day” — and, for a moment, I thought I 
should be the man for that beat. Who 
wouldn't want a daily pass to view kid 
tech wizards getting off trains and 
striding past the encampments, addicts, 
and other sad stories? Or, in SoMa and 
the Mission, watching the homeless 
hassle the techies as they board, rock- 
band-style, Silicon Valley shuttle buses 
to Google and Yahoo and Apple and 
Facebook? 

But I am not here to cover gentrifi- 
cation and other ongoing dramas in the 
most complex and compelling of Amer- 
ican cities. I am here to explore a sports 
scene that, in a different context, is no 
less fertile for creative material. After 
a career intermission that had more to 
do with catching my breath — roughly 
7,000 columns and 1,700 ESPN TV ap- 
pearances, hundreds of radio shows, 14 
Olympic Games, 24 Super Bowls, travel 
to five continents — than a recklessly 
reported legal case, I find no greater re- 
ward than resuming my commentary in 
the Bay Area, where the striking beauty 
and exhilarating mystique are accompa- 
nied by what we in the sports media call 
great shit. 

Last time I had the potential for this 
much fun, Snoop Dogg was staring me 
down before an “Around The Horn” tap- 
ing, saying, “Who do you think you is?” 

Who do I think I is? 

I’m the Diddy by the Bay. 


San Francisco has been the place for 
flower children, poets, gold-rushers, tech 
dreamers, drifters, politicos, and reinven- 
tists. Now, I dare say, this is the place for 
sportswriters. In Chicago, a previous stop 
of 17 years, I often bemoaned lousy own- 
ers and bad teams who were in bed with 
corrupt media, including two baseball

World Series over a collective 203 seasons. 
Here, the immaculate Giants have won 
three in five years, a near-impossible run 
in the sport’s subsidy-driven parity era, 
while giving giddy fans a delightful roster 
of characters ranging from a Mad Bum toa 
Buster to a Freak to a scooter-driving hip- 
ster to a bitterly departed Panda. 

Here, the Warriors play the most 
exciting basketball on the planet, led by 
the incomparable Curry, whose swag 
and splash on the court are matched by 
his decorum and charity work off it (as 
His Barackness quickly figured out and 
glommed onto). Here, the formerly regal 
49ers are in a chaotic and cursed freefall, 
thanks to a front office that (1) allowed 
internal politics and professional re- 
sentment to subvert Jim Harbaugh’s 
ultra-successful reign; (2) chose a curi- 
ous successor in tongue-tied, unproven 
Jim Tomsula; (3) absorbed a mass ex- 
odus of high-character leaders; and (4) 
watched helplessly as Chris Borland, my 
early leader for Sportsman of the Year, 
prioritized his long-term wellness over 
his prowess as a 24-year-old linebacker. 
Here, the A’s remain the quirky darlings 
whose winning defies reason and whose 
brilliant, Hollywood-famed GM, Billy 
Beane, finally may have outmaneuvered 
himself into a pretzel after trying to 
win it all last season. Here, the Raiders 
are at a low point in on-field cred as 
they threaten to move yet again, which, 
ideally, would hasten a gutting of the 
Coliseum — weep, you costumed loons 
— and lead to a new baseball-only park 
that restores the beautiful hillside views 
of yesteryear. Here, you have David 
Shaw, the coach the 49ers should have 
hired, mixing football prominence with 
Stanford’s cooler-than-Harvard academ- 
ic boom. Here, you have a maddening 
hockey franchise owned by someone 
who may or may not exist. 

Here, there still are tremors. Only 
they happen in the stadiums and arenas, 
one entrenched as the best park in base- 
ball, another as the most intimate pit in 
the NBA. 

And what is coming next winter? Did 
you say the Super Bowl? Imagine life as 
the first city to win a World Series, win 
an NBA Finals and host a Super Bowl 
in a 15-month period. What’s next, the 
Raiders going 8-8? 

Amid those possibilities, I arrive as 
the sports director and lead columnist 
at the Examiner, which makes mea 
management guy for the first time and 
probably sparks visions of Bart Simpson 
being handed keys to the corporate 
bathroom. Someone suggested I print 
Zuckerberg-like business cards — “I’m 
Sports Director, Bitch” — but a wiser 
idea is putting together smart, gritty, 
daily sports coverage that brings high 
energy, intelligent debate, responsible 
news-gathering, and an element often 
forgotten in these scandal-dominated 
times — fun! — to the Bay Area. 

My mission statement as a colum- 
nist, and as an editor by extension, is 
flerce independence. We will be big on 
topicality, immediacy, and perspective. 
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On my watch, we will not drive traffic 
with trash, and we will not buckle to 
sports owners, athletes, industry cro- 
nyism, or social-media creeps. I'll repeat 
what I’ve placed on my personal site 
jaymariotti.com — for some time: 
“It’s vital to have independent voices 
who aren’t stifled by institutional filters 
(while) recognizing that sports has tak- 
en complex and unprecedented turns 
and why the need for robust, serious 
commentary and investigative reporting 
is stronger than ever. Sports should be 
covered by commentators who are edito- 
rially and financially detached from the 
big mechanism, respectful that the fan 
also is a consumer who invests his pas- 
sions, his mind, his time and his wallet.” 
Translation: No one is telling me 
what to write or say. It wasn’t that way at 
ESPN — where the North Carolina aca- 
demic-fraud scandal hasn't been attacked 
with nearly the energy of other sports in- 
vestigations, perhaps because the compa- 





ny president is a Tar Heel. We were told 
to reserve comments on our TV show 
when the network was cutting a massive 
college football deal or doing urgent soc- 
cer business. In Chicago radio, I was or- 
dered to sign a form promising I wouldn't 
criticize the White Sox and Bulls — the 
station was trying to do a rights-fee deal 
with the teams’ insufferable owner, Jerry 
Reinsdorf — and when I refused, I was 
fired the day after Christmas. 

At the Chicago Sun-Times, I was told 
to avoid certain Reinsdorf-related top- 
ics and rip the Cubs at will (they were 
owned then by the rival Tribune) when I 
wasn't being threatened in press boxes 
by wacko colleagues, forearm-shivered 
against a wall by an editor-in-chief, nav- 
igating through a cesspool where the pa- 
per’s top two executives wound up in jail 
or dealing with a national firestorm after 
the White Sox manager, twice-since- 
fired Ozzie Guillen, called me a “(bleep- 
ing) fag.” He did so while criticizing me 
for not going to his clubhouse, conve- 


niently disregarding that too many visits 
had become setups in which someone 
would try to start an incident with me, 
creating news I did not wish to make. 

No intimidation tactic stopped me 
from writing what the hell I wanted, un- 
til I realized in 2008 that a dysfunctional 
paper had no real future, prompting me 
to hand back a million bucks in guaran- 
teed money and resign peacefully. Not 
dealing with it well, the paper had Roger 
Ebert, the legendary film critic, call me 
“a rat” in an open letter. On the Great 
Wall at the Beijing Olympics, I’d had an 
epiphany: Why risk dropping dead, after 
suffering a Bruce Bochy-like heart issue 
a year earlier, for those people at that 
godforsaken place? 

I weighed offers and signed a deal 
as national columnist at America On- 
line, one of those web initiatives that 
talked big, threw money at dozens of 
writers, then cut bait — as it struck a 
content deal with Arianna Huffington. 


I wrote a book, then tried a national 
writing-and-radio content site only to re- 
alize such “boutique” destinations need 
constant investment infusions from en- 
trepreneurs. Over these last four years, 
the way news is reported, analyzed, and 
disseminated has changed to the point 
of being unrecognizable and disturbing. 
The internet has enabled too much irre- 
sponsibility and ignorance. A business 
that is wilder and younger still must have 
professional standards, or it becomes an 
Alfred E. Neuman self-parody that no 
one takes seriously and has the believ- 
ability of a seventh-grade bathroom wall. 
The media should be firm but fair, 
edgy but accurate. I realize this more 
than ever now, having experienced my 
own news-cycle storm that made me 
understand why people in sports — and 
everywhere, really — dislike and distrust 
the media. To recap, I was accused of do- 
mestic violence offenses I did not com- 
mit by a plaintiff who tried, without suc- 
cess, to win a financial reward in a civil 
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suit. Not only did that suit fail quickly, 
the original case was dismissed and 
expunged (“Not guilty,’ read the court 
documents), which means there was no 
conviction. Expungements, as The New 
York Times recently noted, are issued 
rarely and with considerable diligence. 


I’ve maintained my innocence from 
the start, never acknowledged guilt, and 
only pleaded no contest four years ago be- 
cause coverage of the case was absurdly 
one-sided against me and littered with 
false allegations published as facts. Plead- 
ing no contest allowed me to save the 
half-million dollars (or more) in additional 
legal fees required in a Los Angeles court 
proceeding so I could keep my youngest 
daughter in college, important when ESPN 
played judge and jury from 3,000 miles 
away and removed me from its TV show 
without contacting me or my attorney. 
Know this: Just because someone 
is accused doesn’t mean he is guilty,

and just because one pleads no contest 
doesn’t mean he is acknowledging guilt. 
I did not hit anyone. I did not stalk 
anyone. I do not hit or stalk people. No 
one abhors domestic violence more than 
I, as the father of two amazing grown 
daughters who never were exposed to it, 
and no one was more disgusted by the 
Ray Rice video last year — not only the 
sheer hideousness but the chilling re- 
ality that every public figure accused of 
this crime, whether that person is guilty 
or not, is bound to be associated with 
Rice. I’ve seen firsthand how sleazy it all 
is — traffic-obsessed media, sloppy and 
dishonest police work, headline-seeking 
prosecutors, predisposed judges, a rival 
lawyer who advised my lawyer not to 
represent me. I wrote about it three 
and a half years ago in my e-book, The 
System, and I’ve learned a mean lesson 
about watching my associations. 

In my case, only one media outlet 
has bothered to try to complete the 
story and publish news of the expunge- 


ment. And that happened only when I 
had the document sent to a confused 
San Francisco Chronicle reporter earlier 
this month — he said he was having 
trouble finding it — and demanded 
that he publish it, as did my attorney. 
That didn’t stop the Chronicle’s tweeting 
editor-in-chief, who should know better, 
from mischaracterizing a quote of mine 
from her own paper and calling me a 
name that does not legally apply. Since 
the announcement of my appointment 
at the Examiner, how many news outlets 
have written about the expungement 
even after the Chronicle grudgingly 
reported it? None that I’ve seen. I'd 
suggest media outlets require all writers 
and editors to take law classes. It took 

a lecture by one of GQ’s attorneys to 
force the magazine’s editors to retract/ 
correct a lie that I'd videotaped the 
aforementioned ESPN executive and 
tried to extort the company into giving 
me a story assignment. And even in 
doing that, GQ still got it very wrong. 
The Chicago Tribune had to make its own 
correction after piggybacking GQ with- 
out calling me. 

We will cover media, including ESPN, 
when necessary for our readers. We will 
be fair, but we won't tolerate amateurs 
and arrogance — such as, ESPN’s sneaky 
habit of taking credit for stories first 
broken by other outlets. I cast a critical 
eye at the media behemoth long before 
I worked there, wasn’t allowed to when 
I did work there for eight years, and will 
continue to do so now, understanding 
the network’s powerful, all-encompassing 
place in sports and how it impacts fans. 

It has been fun getting away from 
this psycho media swirl and discovering 
new peeps in California and elsewhere, 
while appreciating relationships with 
friends in and out of the business. 
Healthy and jacked, I’m ready to put 
out a cool sports section in a wonderful 
part of the world. The Chronicle reporter 
asked me if I understood the “political 
atmosphere in San Francisco.” All I 
know about the atmosphere is that the 
Warriors have an easier path to the NBA 
Finals by avoiding Kevin Durant in the 
first round, the Giants already are down 
Hunter Pence in a dreaded odd-num- 
bered year, and the 49ers are looking 
dumb and doomed. 

Recently, I spoke to a media class at 
Northwestern University. Most ques- 
tions were about how to find a job in to- 
day’s tight market. I told the students to 
practice their writing, video, and audio 
crafts every day, on their own websites 
and blogs, and that if they can with- 
stand rejection and pain, the business 
remains very satisfying and worthwhile. 
I said I’ve had good reasons to try oth- 
er life options, but that I'd decided to 
accept a terrific job in a spectacular city 
after a few challenging moments. 

Sometimes, you just have to step 
around some pee to appreciate the $6 
ice cream cone.

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Daniel Bryan thrust his arms 
in the air, pointed to the top of Mer- 
cedes-Benz Superdome in New Orle- 
ans, and chanted in unison with the 
more than 75,000 fans in attendance: 

“Yes! Yes! Yes!” 

He'd done it. 

After years of wrestling in middle 
school gyms and tiny venues around 
the world, the eternal underdog and 
5-foot-8-inch fan favorite out of Aber- 
deen, Wash., finally accomplished his 
childhood dream of winning the World 
Wrestling Entertainment champion- 
ship in the main event of the 2014 
WrestleMania. Confetti rained down 
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on the sold-out crowd as fans celebrat- 
ed their favorite superstar achieving 
the top spot in the wrestling world. At 
last, Bryan was standing on the sum- 
mit of his life’s work. 

Where would he go from here? 

“It was surreal,” Bryan says today 
of his big win, “because just having 
that kind of moment is something 
I’ve been dreaming about ever since 
I was a little kid. You dream about 
the confetti and all that kind of stuff, 
with my mom, sister and little niece 
there.” Bryan gets reflective. “When 
you're thinking, ‘OK, I want to be 
a wrestler. What do I imagine the

highest point being?” He pauses for 
punctuation. “That’s exactly it.” 
Promotor Vince McMahon created 
WrestleMania in 1985, and the event 
has since become the flagship for the 
WWE. The pop-culture spectacle con- 
sistently draws more than 70,000 peo- 
ple to its host cities along with some 
$140 million to dump into local econ- 
omies. On March 29, WrestleMania 
31 — and all that money — comes to 
Levi's Stadium, about an hour south of 
San Francisco in Santa Clara. 
WrestleMania is like the Super 
Bowl, except that the players have 
scripted characters, the game is pre- 
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determined, and the crowd knows it 
but couldn’t care less. 

After Bryan’s rise to the pinna- 
cle of wrestling entertainment, he 
married fellow WWE and Total Divas 
star Brie Bella. The couple retreated 
from the public spotlight for a short 
honeymoon, but upon their return 
learned of the death of Bryan’s father. 
The wrestler got the news backstage 
at Monday Night Raw, but decided to 
go out that night and do what he al- 
ways does: wrestle. Shortly afterward, 
an old neck injury made it difficult for 
Bryan to unlock his car door, much 
less wrestle.

“T could get the key in the slot, but 
just couldn’t turn it. That’s when I 
knew it was time,” Bryan, 33, says of 
the nagging injury he had put off re- 
pairing during his meteoric rise. 

The WWE and its story lines quick- 
ly moved on without the bearded su- 
perstar. Bryan soon took his signature 
“Yes!” chant to the San Francisco Gi- 
ants’ dugout during the World Series. 

Months later, after undergoing 
physical therapy, Bryan healed 
enough to return to the ring, but his 
homecoming was muted, and despite 
pushback from diehard supporters, 
WWE turned its attention to >> p16 
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a younger, bigger, and healthier pros- 
pect, Roman Reigns, who is scheduled 
to be in the main event at this year’s 
WrestleMania against former Ulti- 
mate Fighting Championship heavy- 
weight champ Brock Lesnar. Bryan, 
meanwhile, has been relegated to an 
opening ladder match. 

“My cousin Yokozuna was in the 
main event of the Mania at Caesar’s 
Palace,” Reigns, whose real name is 
Leati Joseph Anoai, says. Another 
of Reigns’ cousins, Dwayne “The 
Rock” Johnson, has had his share of 
WrestleMania moments, too. In fact, 
Johnson recently came to Reigns’ aid 
at the Royal Rumble when an irate 
crowd of Bryan fans rejected Reigns 
as the winner of the match that de- 
termined who would get to the main 
event at this year’s WrestleMania. 

“It was a little overwhelming,” 
Reigns says of the ordeal. “But it’s 
an experience I’ve been able to learn 
from.” 


Like many WWE fans, Nick Fountain is 
disappointed with Bryan’s fall from 
grace, but the 22-year-old bellman at 
San Francisco’s Sir Francis Drake Hotel 
is psyched about going to this year’s 
WrestleMania. Despite concern from 
family and friends, Fountain says he 
gladly plopped down the $2,000 he 
spent for a fourth-row seat in Santa 
Clara. “This was on my bucket list,” 
Fountain says. “When is the next 
chance you're going to get?” 

Fountain says fans’ disappoint- 
ment over Bryan has made them in- 
ordinately hostile to Reigns. “I think 
Roman Reigns is good for what he is,” 
Fountain says. “If you told me that 
guy won the Royal Rumble, I’d believe 
you. They don’t give him a chance.” 

Court Bauer is more skeptical. A 
former creative executive at WWE, 
Bauer blames “creative fatigue” 
among the WWE writing team — and 
“micromanagement” by McMahon — 
which dampened the usually exciting 
buildup to the wrestling’s biggest 
event of the year. 

“The road to WrestleMania is very 
cold,” Bauer says, pointing out that 
the expected match between Bryan 
and Lesnar was the more exciting 
headline. “Roman Reigns will be 
ready [at some point],” Bauer says, 
“but in 2015, it’s premature and 
you're doing a disservice to him. He’s 
a freak and will be awesome, but you 
want to develop that guy and groom 
him for that.” 

There’s big money in a contender’s 
first title chase, but after that first big 
push, it’s not as special. In Bauer’s es- 
timation, WWE might be leaving big 
money on the table pushing Reigns 
this hard in 2015. “They are really 
risking long-term irreparable damage 
by putting him out there and present- 
ing him this early,” Bauer says. 
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And there’s a lot of dollars at 


stake. 

“It’s the single biggest payday of 
the year,” Paul Heyman, Lesnar’s 
charismatic advocate says. “So, froma 
business perspective, there are people 
who make more money on this one 
night of the year than they will make 
the other 364 days of the calendar.” 

Last year’s WrestleMania in New 
Orleans generated $24.3 million in 
federal, state, and local taxes, so it’s 
no surprise that Santa Clara Mayor 
Jamie Matthews has been hard on 
the WWE campaign trail. In fact, 
Matthews, 49ers CEO Jed York, and 
a team of businessmen went to the 
WWE headquarters in Connecticut to 
pitch McMahon directly on hosting 
the event at Levi's Stadium. 

“People bring their entire families 
and stay 8 or 9 days in the host city, 
renting cars, staying in hotels and 
eating at restaurants,” Matthews 
says. Besides all the benefits to his 
city, Matthews admits his personal 
association with the sport: He grew 
up watching it with his brothers. 

“Wrestling was on TV on Fridays 
and Saturdays,’ Matthews remem- 
bers, “so we'd get away with it being 
on for a half hour before my mom 
would turn it off because we always 
took what we saw on the tube and 
quickly translated it to the couch 


— you know, just doing things that 
boys do. I was the youngest but I held 
my own because | was a big boy.” He 
laughs. “Still am.” 


When Reigns and Lesnar step in front 
of the crowd at Levi's Stadium, they will 
become a part of a rich and colorful his- 
tory of bigger-than-life personalities. 
The WrestleMania ring, dubbed “the 
showcase of the immortals,” offers the 
best chance for a wrestler to cross over

into the mainstream and become a part 
of popular culture. 

One of those classic moments, 
burned into wrestling’s collective con- 
sciousness, came when Hulk Hogan 
slammed Andre the Giant at Wrestle- 
Mania III in front of 93,173 people 
at the Pontiac Silverdome in 1987. 
The event, billed as “the biggest main 
event in sports entertainment,” held 
the attendance record for the largest 
indoor sporting event in North Amer- 
ica until 2010. 

“T actually tore both biceps getting 
him up. I’ve got holes here and here 
in each arm,” Hogan says, flexing 
his famous 24-inch pythons and 
pointing to two divots in his muscle. 
“Nowadays if you tear a bicep you get 
it fixed and are walking around ina 
sling for four or five months, but back 
then you just kept going.” 

As is the case with most wrestlers, 
it’s hard to tell when Hogan is giv- 
ing you honest recollections or de- 
cades-old story lines. The performers 
live in a culture of half-truths and ex- 
aggerations that take on lives of their 
own. Hell, some people still wonder 
whether or not there were really more 
than 93,000 at WrestleMania III, but 
that doesn’t stop Hogan from telling 
you he didn’t even plan on slamming 
Andre that night, because he wasn’t 
sure if the Giant was going to let him 
win and his only concern was “getting 
out of there alive.” 

When asked if Andre was drinking 
before their big match at Wrestle- 
Mania, Hogan looks confused. “When 
wasn't he?” Hogan jokes, shrugging 
his massive shoulders. “But that was 
normal. It was like drinking water for 
him. It was no big deal.”

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When there’s no crowd and the 
cameras are turned off, the 61-year- 
old Hogan, who has undergone nine 
back surgeries, walks with a notice- 
able limp. He comes from a different 
era of wrestling, where the good guys 
and the bad guys maintained their in- 
ring characters on the street in order 
to “protect the business.” 

“This business is predetermined, 
but it took us a while to get to the 
point where we'd admit it,” Hogan 
says. When I started in the wrestling 
business, the first day, they broke my 
leg. That was the mentality; if some 
young kid was interested in becoming 
a wrestler, youd just run his ass off.” 

Nearly three decades after his 
WrestleMania III moment, Hogan 
is yet to be “run off.” Brought out to 
Levi's Stadium to promote the on-sale 
ticket party for WrestleMania 31, 
Hogan’s big personality still draws 
big crowds. 


Outside Levi's Stadium, the first man 
waiting in line to purchase tickets col- 
lapses from a seizure before the seats 
go on sale, leaving the line of die-hard 
fans behind him shocked. 

“He was just really excited about 
everything. He told me he worked all 
day and came here right after, without 
eating,” one fan who got here early 
says, as paramedics attend to the fallen 
man, who is foaming at the mouth. 

Ticket-holders who survive the 
line are treated to a party featuring a 
Q&A session with Hogan. The Hulk- 
ster relies heavily on the handrails as 
he climbs the steps to the side of the 
stage. But when the lights hit him 
and the crowd roars, the wrestling 
icon still shines. 

“One more match! One more 
match!” the crowd chants. 

The Hulkster strikes one of his 
iconic bodybuilding poses. He’s been 
campaigning for a comeback match 
against his friend and spiritual suc- 
cessor as the new face of WWE, John 
Cena, for quite some time. 

“The Immortal” Hulk Hogan raises 
the mic to his famously mustached 
mouth and shares something he says 
McMahon always told him, “Never 
say never, brother!” 

The crowd erupts. 

For every fan favorite, there needs 
to be a bad guy for the good guy to 
pound on. Set. Slaughter, the real- 
life- Marine-sergeant-turned-pro- 
wrestler, would become just that for 
Hogan at WrestleMania VII in 1991. 

In the story line leading up to the 
main event match against Hogan 
that year, Slaughter’s character 
turned heel, betraying his country 
and becoming an Iraqi sympathizer 
during the height of the Gulf War. 
The fans weren't happy about it, to 
say the least. 

“T had to wear a bulletproof vest 
at the time because of all the death 
threats and bomb threats,” > p18 
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Slaughter, whose real name is Robert 
Remus, says of his life outside the ring 
during the feud. 

Earning the crowd’s ire was mere- 
ly a sign of Slaughter’s success. The 
turncoat was accomplishing his goal 
of getting the crowd to despise him by 
using about every trick in the book. 
He celebrated Saddam Hussein’s birth- 
day, even baked the dictator a cake. 
Slaughter stomped on the good guys 
with boots he said Hussein personally 
mailed him. The wrestler ditched his 
Marines outfit and dressed head to toe 
in Iraqi military garb. He asked infuri- 
ated crowds to stand at attention for 
the Iraqi national anthem. There was 
even a manipulated photograph de- 
picting Slaughter straight chillin’ with 
Hussein himself. 

“That showed one time,” Slaughter 
says with a chuckle, “and then Vince 
came to us and said, ‘We’re not doing 
that again!’ We almost lost half our 
sponsors and TV stations.” 

At one point, the WWE creative 
team even wanted Slaughter to burn 
an American flag, but the military 
veteran couldn’t stomach the idea. He 
suggested a compromise: putting a 
Hulk Hogan shirt on a pole, telling the 
crowd it “represented Americana,” and 
burning that instead. 

“To tell you the truth, I think it was 
worse, Slaughter says. 

Slaughter didn’t just draw heat 
in the ring and out on the road. He 
was even chastised backstage by one 
of America’s greatest country sing- 
ers. “Willie Nelson was singing ‘God 
Bless America’ for WrestleMania VII,” 
Slaughter remembers, “so I went into 
the green room backstage to say hello 
to him. He just shook his head at me 
and in this serious voice said, ‘Sarge, 

I can't believe the things you've done 
to America. It made me think, “Man, 
if I’ve affected Willie Nelson like that, 
I can only imagine how all the regular 
wrestling fans in the crowd feel.” 

Slaughter and the WWE maintain 
the event was moved to a smaller 
venue at the last minute because of a 
bomb threat, although others say it 
was likely due to low ticket numbers. 
WrestleMania is usually the end of a 
yearlong story line feud between two 
opponents, but sometimes — as is the 
case with Slaughter and Hogan — it 
doesn’t settle things. 

Slaughter recalls the end of the 
night. “After he had beat me for the 
title and everybody was happy, we 
kept the cameras rolling and when he 
walked through the locker room, I was 
there — and I threw fire in his face.” 


On the opening card of Hogan and 
Slaughter’s WrestleMania VI in 1991, 
the Undertaker made his WrestleMania 
debut. “The Dead Man” would find vic- 
tory in his bout that night, and again in 
his next 20 WrestleMania matches, cre-

ating a streak that most people believed 
was unstoppable. 

Last year, at WrestleMania XXX, 
Taker went up against former UFC 
heavyweight champion Brock Lesnar. 
Fans were doubtful that Lesnar would 
be the one chosen to end the streak. 
Forbes even weighed in, saying there 
was “no way” Taker would lose. Online 
sports books (yes, you can bet cold 
hard cash on WrestleMania matches) 
had the Undertaker as a -5,000 favorite 
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at one point, meaning you'd have to bet 
$5,000 to win a measly $100 on a Taker 
victory. But Lesnar shocked the wres- 
tling world by winning via pinfall after 
delivering three of his signature F-5s. 

Several sources, including the web- 
site WWE.com, confirmed the aging 
Taker suffered a severe concussion 
during his match with Lesnar and spent 
the night in a hospital. According to 
Lesnar’s advocate, Paul Heyman, Mc- 
Mahon left WrestleMania and rode with 
Taker in the ambulance to the hospital. 

In the main event in Santa Clara 
this year, Lesnar is the WWE champion 
who faces off against Reigns, a retired 
football player and second-generation 
WWE superstar. 

Rumors had been swirling about 
whether Lesnar, whose contract with 
WWE was set to expire the night after 
WrestleMania, would re-sign with the 
company or head back to the UFC, 
where he was the biggest pay-per-view 
draw the mixed-martial-arts world had 
ever seen. But Lesnar chose the ring 
over the octagon, signing a new con- 
tract with the WWE on the last Mon- 
day before WrestleMania — the same 
night he was on TV engaged in a highly 
criticized tug-of-war over the WWE 
title with Reigns. That ending segment 
was proof, many fans on social media 
say, that the WWE has lost its ability to 
muster up intrigue for the big match. 

“If the general public has knowledge 
of something, you have to address 
it,’ Heyman says of having used the 
heated contract negotiations to build 
excitement for the match. “If there’s an 
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elephant in a room and you do address 
it in a fashion that causes even more 
buzz, then you have exploited the pub- 
lic consciousness for your own benefit, 
and I would be a fool not to do that.” 

Heyman has become an integral 
part of creating hype for the match. He 
was the creative mind behind Extreme 
Championship Wrestling, the bloody 
Philadelphia-based promotion that 
enjoyed a cult-like following until its 
demise in 2001. (ECW is sometimes 
credited with influencing WWE's 
“attitude era.”) Heyman has used his 
unmatched skills on the microphone 
to simultaneously flesh out an origin 
story for Reigns’ character, while also 
emphatically predicting its demise at 
the hands of Lesnar. 

Heyman always has been a big talk- 
er. At 14, he was able to improvise with 
enough charisma to fast-talk his way 
backstage at Madison Square Garden 
and photograph wrestlers. At 49, he 
has the rhetorical skills to make up 
for the deficit left by the two muscled 
main eventers. 

“There’s nothing I say about Brock 
Lesnar I don’t truly believe,” Heyman 
says. I truly believe he’s a beast, and 
anyone who has seen him in the gym 
will testify to that. I truly believe he’s 
a conqueror, because look at what he’s 
done with his life. I truly believe he’s a 
once-in-a-lifetime athlete.” 

Growing up with a personal-injury 
lawyer as a father meant that Heyman 
always had to make the case — and 
he still takes every opportunity to 
stay in practice. “We are selling a main 
event that’s the Baddest Dude on the 
Planet, the Beast, the Conqueror, the 
‘Ll’ in 21-1 against a Samoan badass, 
raised in the industry, standout of “The 
Shield’ who won the Royal Rumble 
and beat Daniel Bryan for the right to 
fight Brock Lesnar at WrestleMania. 
And either he’s the one to conquer the 
Conqueror, to slay the Beast and be the 
one to beat the ‘1’ in 21-1, or he’s not,” 
Heyman says over the phone at 2:30

a.m. on a Saturday. 

Pro wrestling has always been about 
big, muscular guys facing off in Hell 
in Cell matches. But it’s also about 
colorful personalities like Heyman, 
who’s quick to answer a question about 
why he takes press calls in the middle 
of the night with, “You're making the 
assumption you're my last call tonight, 
young man.” 


Not all the wrestling-related events in 
the Bay Area are WWE sponsored. The 
huge influx of fans creates opportunities 
for the WWE's minuscule competition 
and companion products to piggyback 
on the main event. 

Ring of Honor, a small independent 
wrestling promotion where Daniel Bry- 
an (then performing under the name 
Bryan “The American Dragon” Daniel- 
son) rose to underground fame, will be 
running a show during WrestleMania 
weekend. Jim Ross, former WWE an- 
nouncer and voice of many wrestling 
fans’ childhoods, will be doing a one- 
man show. Even Wale, the Washing- 
ton, D.C., rapper, will be giving fans a 
sneak peek of a new album on which 
he collaborated with Jerry Seinfeld at 
the aptly titled event WaleMania. 

Of all the events, the biggest will be 
the WWE’s Hall of Fame ceremony the 
night before WrestleMania. Slaughter, 
who was inducted in 2004, recalls how 
much that night meant to him. 

“It’s a time for you to reflect why 
you got there and who helped get you 
there. Of course, your family who gave 
you up — basically — so you could go 
live your dream. All those holidays, 
birthdays, and anniversaries you 
missed, but they still backed you.” He 
removes his ring and turns it over in 
the palm of his hand. “You get this 
ring, and your name is engraved in it,” 
he continues. “One of kind. No one else 
has a Set. Slaughter Hall of Fame ring.”

In The Conference of the Birds, a 
4,500-line Sufi poem written by Attar of 
Nishapur, the world’s birds come to- 
gether to find a king. Each is blinded by 
its own particular vice: The owl is dis- 
tracted by intellect, the nightingale by the 
beauty of song, the pigeon by the yoke of 
training, the hawk by royal privilege.

ANTIGONE AND ECSTASY 


Anne Carson’s Antigonick is a beautiful art book. It is handwritten in capital 
letters without much punctuation. Long passages of Sophocles’ Antigone have 
been reduced to a single word, like “bingo.” There are voiceovers by Hegel, Woolf, 
and Brecht. Freudian jokes. Illustrations that were chosen by a random mathe- 
matical process. It seems clear that this interpretation by the Guggenheim fel- 
low and MacArthur genius was never meant to be presented onstage, but then 
she did it — perhaps only to get out of a talk with academic gender theorist Ju- 
dith Butler, who was quickly cast as the tyrant Kreon — but why not? As a hero- 
ine, Antigone — the daughter of Oedipus who is put to death for defying her 
king’s edict to leave her brother unburied — has been defined as an intellectual, 
devoted sister, anti-authoritarian rebel, proto-feminist, terrorist. Only Carson’s 
script grapples with it all. Thankfully for us, the Shotgun Players are happy to 


grapple with Carson.

But look at this taping of Monday Night Rawas 
oiled-up, scantily clad men grinding against each other — Randy Orton is a total 
Falcon type, and John Cena is so the epitome of Colt Studio — and we can dig it. 
Maybe we're breaking kayfabe (for newbies, that’s the pretense that wrestling is 
a sport and not a scripted show), but wrestling’s appeal is far from ironic. The 
guys and gals are taking real hits and real falls, and their athleticism really is im- 
pressive. If you can’t make it to Wrestlemania at Levi's Stadium on March 29, or 
you just can’t afford tickets that cost as much $1,000, this is a much gentler 


head-butt to the budget.

MCCLOUD IN THE SKY WITH DIAMONDS 


Self-styled psychedelic doyens have debated which blotter art hit the city first: 
R. Crumb’s “Mr. Natural” or “Captain LSD” with the giant “L’ on his shield. To 
get to the truth, or at least a hazy semblance of it, you have to ask artist-teach- 
er-LSD Museum founder Mark McCloud. McCloud’s “Institute of Illegal Im- 
ages” — a collection at his San Francisco home open to any serious 

viewer — boasts over 33,000 samples of blotter art from across the spectrum: 
political (the FBI seal, Mikhail Gorbachev’s head), sacred (mandala, crucified 
Christ, tetragrammaton), pop (Snoopy, Beavis and Butt-Head), and, of course, 
fractal.

The Madness of King Lear 


By Lily Janiak 


When it comes to playing King 
Lear, renowned actor Geoff Hoyle isn’t 
exactly straight out of central casting, 
as he freely admits. “I know no one’s 
going to cast me,’ he says. “I’m this 
diminutive 5’6”, 130-pound guy” — 
not exactly what you picture for Shake- 
speare’s impulsive, raging ruler and 
father who disastrously divides his 
kingdom among his three daughters. 

But it isn’t just Hoyle’s stature, 
it’s his résumé — not that it’s not 
impressive. Hoyle is a nationally 
renowned clown who studied mime 
with Etienne Decroux and originated 
the role of Zazu in The Lion King on 
Broadway. This Bay Area homeboy 
was also part of San Francisco’s 
legendary Pickle Family Circus in 
the 1970s, in addition to starring in 
numerous comic roles at American 
Conservatory Theater and Berkeley 
Repertory Theatre, among many oth- 
er companies. 

Despite his accomplished come- 
dy background, Hoyle’s fascination 
with King Lear runs deep. He first 
encountered it as an English school- 
boy and had to memorize passages of 
the tragedy for exams. Even then, he 
says, I was floored by both the lan- 
guage and the cruelty — the fact that 
it was uncompromisingly true to life, 
that it doesn’t have a happy ending. 
It suits my dark Yorkshire vision.” 

So if no one else could see the con- 
summate jester as a tragic king, Hoyle 
thought, “T’ll build my own version.” 
Enter Lear’s Shadow, which is in pre- 
views at the Marsh, where Hoyle has 
performed many other solo shows.

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Though Hoyle’s going against 
type in essaying Lear, neither will he 
deprive his fans of his sublime comic 
skills. The other main role in Hoyle’s 
adaptation is the Fool, who, in the 
original King Lear, sticks with Lear at 
depths of madness when most others 
have abandoned him. 

Hoyle is deeply drawn to both 
parts, he says, because, “The 
relationship between the king and 
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his Fool inverts. The king goes mad, 
and the Fool loses his madness and 
becomes sane. It’s like two sides of 

the same coin.” 

In the original, the Fool is onstage 
for only a brief time, speaking, Hoyle 
says, in “wit upon wit and riddle upon 
riddle — it’s so cryptic.” The tendency 
for most actors playing Shakespeare’s 
Fool, Hoyle says, “is to babble it really 
fast, and people say, ‘Well, what the 
fuck is that all about?” 

Hoyle’s version, which is directed 
by David Ford, “strips out a lot of 
that Shakespearean Renaissance wit’; 
Hoyle stresses that the show will 
be intelligible to even those who've 
never read the original. The audience 
meets the Fool, “a newly unemployed 
song-and-dance man,” says Hoyle, 
right after Shakespeare’s story has 
ended, so the jester can tell his side 
of the story. Lear’s Shadow explores 
why he stays with a king who treats 
him so badly — and why and how 
he keeps telling the truth about the 
king when he’s liable to get his head 
chopped off. 


Across the city, 41-year-old com- 
pany Independent Eye is staging an- 
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S.N. Jacobson 
Lear (Conrad Bishop) and the 
Fool (Elizabeth Fuller) play 
out the blinding of Gloucester 
in Independent Eye's puppet- 
enriched take on King Lear. 


other version of King Lear that also 
highlights the relationship between the 
King and the Fool. It opens at the Em- 
erald Tablet next month before em- 
barking on an East Coast tour. It’s 
arguably even more radical than 
Hoyle’s adaptation, though it doesn’t 
change a word of Shakespeare’s text 
outside of making some cuts. This King 
Lear is staged with puppets — almost 
30 of them, ranging in size from finger 
puppets to hand puppets to life-size 
ones. 

King Lear and the Fool are the 
only characters played by humans: 
the company’s two members, Conrad 
Bishop (who designed and built the 
puppets) and Elizabeth Fuller (who 
wrote the show’s score), who are also 
husband and wife. They interact in 
character with the puppets they’re 
operating, all in full view of the audi- 
ence. ‘It’s almost like someone telling 
the story of their life with puppets,” 
Fuller says. 


The pair is well aware of the as- 
sumptions audiences make about 
shows with puppets. “As soon as you 
say ‘puppets, people think ‘kids,” 
Fuller says. But in fact, “These are 
simply little non-human performers 
that are with us on the stage,” and 
their very non-reality gives them a 
special power that live performers 
don’t have. A play with puppets, 
Fuller says, “isn’t something that you 
judge on the basis of, ‘If I saw this on 
the street, would I believe it?’ When 
you see something that’s asking you 
to accept as true something that’s 
not, when you take that first step, 
you open yourself more fully to the 
theatrical experience.” 

Bishop sees Lear in part as a failed 
theater director, with the Fool as his 
stage manager. “There’s something 
about the relationship of power in 
all those moments with Lear, when 
suddenly things don’t go his way, 
‘when the thunder would not peace at 
my bidding,” Bishop says. Fuller de- 
scribes their set, which is so compact 
that the extent of Bishop’s choreogra- 
phy is to occasionally stand up and sit 
down, as “an aluminum Doctor Who 
box.” It’s a bit like Lear’s metaphor- 
ical cage, Bishop says. “He can walk 
through the front, but he won't.” 

The Bay Area will see a number 
of King Lears this year — California 
Shakespeare Theater will also be pro- 
ducing the show in the fall, presum- 
ably in a more conventional version 
— which is a rare treat, as this play 
is performed much less often than 
Shakespeare’s other tragedies. 

Fuller attributes the preponder- 
ance of productions to our uncertain 
times. “I think we are being con- 
fronted with so many massive events 
that have awful potential outcomes,” 
she says. “In the interest of putting 
one foot in front of the other, a lot 
of us draw the shades in the mind. 
But there’s still that ache and that 
pressure, and that’s one thing about 
theater. It gives you an opportunity 
to go to dangerous places safely.”

The morning BART commute 
from West Oakland into the Mission is 
filled with young professionals trying 
not to topple onto their fellow riders as 
they balance coffee and Twitter updates 
while the train barrels through the belly 
of the bay. Earlier this month, I was one 
of them. I, however, was also wearing a 
bejeweled metal butt plug as part of my 
morning routine. 

I was off to film my very first 
gangbang at Kink.com, the notorious 
BDSM porn studio inside the old San 
Francisco Armory. 

A typical day at the office is always 
less than typical for me, but wearing a 
butt plug on BART and spending the 
afternoon fucking five dudes was defi- 
nitely a first. 

The site I was shooting for, Hardcore 
Gang Bangs, features rough sex, bond- 
age, gagging blowjobs, and, 
most importantly, double 
penetration, which 
I was particularly 
nervous about.

The scenes are usually directed by 
women, and the female models are 
given ample opportunity for input, 
from the casting of male talent to plot 
points and sex acts. The site recently 
shot a Peter Pan-themed gangbang in 
which model Juliette March played a 
helpless Wendy being used and con- 
sensually abused by porn star lost boys 
(Rufio included). 

When I was booked in late January, 
I was sent an email asking me a series 
of questions, including, “Anything you 
love? Anything you hate? Any fantasies 
or storylines you would like to explore 
in this shoot?” 

I knew right away. 

Baseball. 

Ever since the Giants took the 2010 
World Series, I have fantasized about 
taking an entire team of quirkily hand- 
some orange-and-black-clad baseball 
players in the dugout after a game.

[had fantasized about gangbangs 
for as long as I can remember, and 
though my personal sex life includes 
a high level of fantasy fulfillment and 
my social life includes porn stars and 
professional perverts, I had yet to 
live out this particular dream, mostly 
because organizing a gangbang is a 
logistical nightmare. Getting all the 
STI testing, scheduling, and communi- 
cation clear between five people I'd like 
to fuck is next to impossible. But Kink. 

com has an entire 
team of people 
working on all of 
those aspects; 
another team 
working on 
wardrobe and 
makeup; and 
another team 
working on 
the set, light- 
ing, and logis- 
tics, making 
sure everyone 
is well hydrat- 
ed, lubricated, 
and lit. 

Before the 
sex scene began, 
Madeline took me 

aside and told me to 
not feel as though I had to 

be too submissive, even though I 
would be in bondage. This was my fan- 
tasy; they were just players in it. I took 
her advice to heart. 

“Play ball!,” I shouted as the team 
carried me into the makeshift locker 
room in the basement of the Armory 
and the scene began. 

Double penetration sounded 
intimidating until I felt like I had 
permission to reframe it as a sneaky 
forced-bi scene. There’s no room for 
latent homophobia with five guys and 
one girl — dicks are going to touch, 
and everyone just has to be OK with it. 
The knowledge that two macho base- 
ball dudes were sword-fighting to get 
inside me was what got me through 
the distance when the time came for 
the DP. 

Honestly, I really didn’t think anal 
double penetration was going to be an 
option. But you know what? I didn’t 
think the Giants would take the World 
Series three times in five years, or that 
Tim Lincecum would pitch two no-hit- 
ters less than a year apart — baseball 
is about fucking miracles.

Apartment Troubles 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at the Roxie Theater. 
One of the most positive trends in contem- 
porary television is the rise of female 
buddy comedies produced by and starring 
real-life besties, such as Abbi Jacobson and 
Ilana Glazer’s rightfully celebrated Broad 
City, or the lesser-known but still worthy 
Playing House by Lennon Parham and Jes- 
sica St. Clair. Unfortunately, Jennifer Pre- 
diger and Jess Weixler’s feature film 
Apartment Troubles doesn’t quite rise to ei- 
ther of those standards, nor does the pic- 
ture entirely gel on its own merits. Facing 
eviction from their Manhattan apartment, 
Olivia (Prediger) and Nicole (Weixler) de- 
cide to visit Nicole’s wealthy Aunt Kimber- 
ley (Megan Mullally) in Hollywood and 
audition on the American Idol-esque talent 
show Kimberley hosts. Wackiness ensues, 
and though it’s not based on a television 
show, Apartment Troubles (originally titled 
Trouble Dolls) has an oddly episodic feel. 
The main problem is that while Olivia and 
Nicole are given some rudimentary traits, 
mostly signified by the former being a bru- 
nette with glasses and the latter a skimpily 
dressed blonde, it’s difficult to get a bead 
on their characters. As a result, set pieces 
such as their willfully weird performance 
on the talent show don't feel earned. All 
that said, Prediger and Weixler are clearly 
talented, and hopefully have much more 
cohesive (and funny) work ahead of them.

Home 

Rated PG. Opens Friday at the AMC

They’re not yet nipping at Pixar’s heels, 
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quality-wise, but every so often, Dream- 
Works produces a really good animated 
film. (Let’s forget that the one with the 
penguins happened.) In Tim Johnson’s 
fun and often heartwarming Home, Oh 
(Jim Parsons) is a good-hearted but un- 
popular member of a squat alien race 
called the Boov who travel from planet to 
planet, exiling the residents into well- 
tended internment camps and moving 
into their homes. A young girl in New 
York named Tip (Rihanna) manages to 
avoid capture, and while searching for her 
mother (Jennifer Lopez,) she reluctantly 
teams up with Oh, who has accidentally 
alerted the Boov’s enemies to their pres- 
ence on Earth. There are many previous 
properties it thematically resembles — 
Disney’s Lilo & Stitch and Jnonen 
Vasquez’s Invader Zim, and even the 
Boov's habit of gathering the humans’ 
objects into huge floating balls evokes 
theKatamari Damacy games — but Home is 
commendable by family film standards 
because, much like the studio’s Turbo 
from 2013, it puts people of color in the 
foreground. Not only is the hero a smart, 
brave 7th-grade girl — indeed, there are 
no human males with significant speak- 
ing parts — but she’s also an immigrant 
from Barbados, and a self-described nerd 
who got an A in geometry. She’s even a 
cat owner. Well done, DreamWorks. SC 


Serena 
Rated R. Opens Friday at 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
Danish director Susanne Bier’s Depres- 
sion-era downer puts forth Bradley Coo- 
per as a Carolina lumber baron whose 
company culture gets seriously disrupted 
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by his new wife, Jennifer Lawrence. Hail- 
ing from a lumber family herself, she 
knows how to land an ax, and to manage 
occupational hazards while also becom- 
ing one. Well, Serena isn’t great, but it’s 
better than the lousy reputation that pre- 
cedes it. History’s third Cooper-Lawrence 
pairing, the first without director David 
O. Russell, has languished undistributed 
since Bier made it in 2012, when she had 
a foreign film Oscar fresh in hand. But all 
it really means is that Serena doesn’t com- 
port well with the overwrought, over- 
rated Silver Linings Playbook and American 
Hustle, and maybe those movies weren't 
so good after all. It is fair to say that 
maudlin melodrama plus Nordic restraint 
plus the treacherously provisional chance 
to work with American resources haven't 
done Bier any favors. Here, Cooper 
doesn’t make choices so much as strike 
poses, and Lawrence’s charisma, for all its 
truthfulness, sometimes seems anachro- 
nistic. There’s good support from David 
Dencik and Rhys Ifans, as differently dis- 
turbed woodsmen, and blander stuff 
from Toby Jones as the sheriff. The real 
hangups have to do with unreconciled 
contradictions within the title character 
—a ruthless businesswoman who can 
hold her own among lumberjacks and 
snakes and eagles, but doesn’t handle 
herself well at all when domesticity 
doesn’t work out for her. Do we consider 
this a tragic parable of compromised fem- 
inism or an unwitting example of it? The 
adaptation of Ron Rash’s 2008 novel was 
done by screenwriter Christopher Kyle, 
no known relation to the Navy SEAL of 
the same name portrayed by Cooper in 
American Sniper. JK 
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Welcome to New York 
Rated R. Opens Friday 
at the Roxie Theater. 
Based quite explicitly on the 2011 Domi- 
nique Strauss-Kahn case, Abel Ferrara’s 
Welcome to New York stars Gérard Depar- 
dieu as Devereaux, a French financial big- 
wig who sexually assaults a Manhattan 
chambermaid (Pamela Afesi). It’s what De- 
vereaux does, being an unapologetic 
pussyhound who’s also on the short track 
for the French presidency, so he’s very sur- 
prised when he’s arrested and put in a New 
York jail, since that’s not supposed to hap- 
pen to powerful white men like him. Hav- 
ing already been released in various 
formats elsewhere in the world, the ver- 
sion reaching American screens has been 
cut by about 15 minutes to achieve an R 
rating. Eternal provocateur Ferrara has 


had a very public row with distributor IFC 
over this injustice, but here’s the thing: 
Much of that quarter-hour comprises 
truly icky sex scenes. The footage is now 
edited down to a more palatable form, 
though there’s still plenty of Depardieu’s 
bulbous naked body in the rape scene and 
elsewhere. Thankfully, the more interest- 
ing drama of the aftermath is intact, in- 
cluding Jacqueline Bisset’s performance as 
Devereaux’s wife, Simone, channeling a 
righteous anger not seen since Beatrice 
Straight in Network. And if you simply 
must see Depardieu’s O-face, track down 
the international version, but remember: 
Once you see it, you can't un-see it. SC 


The Wrecking Crew 
Rated PG. Opens Friday 
at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
If you've heard any pop music recorded in 
California in the 1960s or early 1970s, 
you ve heard the work of the Wrecking 
Crew, a free-floating collective of studio 
musicians who played without credit on 
tens of thousands of songs. Danny Tedes- 
co’s joyous documentary The Wrecking 
Crew is a personal, heartfelt tribute to 
those unsung heroes — especially Tedes- 
co’s father, Tommy, whose guitar chops 
can be heard on both the Ronettes’ “Be 
My Baby” and the M*A*S*H theme, 
among many other tunes familiar to cer- 
tain generations. The musicians in the 
Crew were just happy to get paid to do 
what they loved, more often than not 
with friends, such as drummer Hal Blaine, 
who played on six Grammy record(s) of 
the year in a row, or bassist and lone fe- 
male member Carole Kaye, who single- 
handedly made Sonny and Cher’s “The 
Beat Goes On’ far less boring by funking 
up the bass line. The Wrecking Crew func- 
tions as a historical document on multiple 
levels; the picture was initially completed 
in 2008 (including a gala screening at the 
sadly defunct Bridge Theatre), but never 
received proper theatrical distribution un- 
til now. As a result, certain interviews are 
borderline eerie, such as the Crew’s break- 
out star Glen Campbell, captured well be- 
fore his current decline into Alzheimer’s. 
But The Wrecking Crew’s belatedness 
makes it no less vital. SC

3 Hearts With a planned Paris meetup unluckily 
thwarted, two star-crossed lovers go their separate 
ways, he unwittingly into a marriage with her sister. 
That could get interesting, but it doesn't in the 
self-canceling 3 Hearts. Benoit Jacquot's romantic 
melodrama comes across as something like An 
Affair to Remember meets Your Sister's Sister, 
sans both the sweeping glamour of the former and 
the latter's easygoing modern charm. Instead it 
has what seems like a calculatedly broad ‘French 
movie” appeal, with pedigreed stars Charlotte 
Gainsbourg, Chiara Mastroianni, and Catherine 
Deneuve arranged like rigid bowling pins ona 
Slick, flat surface of plot, and Benoit Poelvoorde 
as the hapless semi-homely man in their midst, the 
gutterball. He’s not wrongly cast as a tax inspector 
with a cardiac condition, but as the ominous strains 
of Bruno Coulais’ score suggest, perhaps he’s less 
realistically a contender for adult romance than for 
outright noir. A shame, then, that the movie doesn't 
quite want to go there. Its scenery is attractive, its 
Camera moves crisp, but the story itself remains 
lazily elliptical and contrived. Jacquot'’s spiritless 
attempts at novelistic scope only underscore a 
shortage of psychological complexity: characters 
supposedly consumed with desire seem oddly 
lethargic, and long pauses presumably intended to 
be pregnant seem instead merely stagnant. With 
so many hearts going at once, don’t we deserve to 
feel the beat? (JK) 

A Girl Like Her A fiction film in documentary drag, 
Amy S. Weber's A Girl Like Her could be called a 
found-footage thriller on account of its deliberately 
subjective horror scenario: a high-schooler made 
suicidal from being bullied by her former friend. 
Or it could be called a mockumentary, except 
that mockery — inviting ridiculous characters to 
incriminate themselves while we laugh at them 
from a distance — seems like the opposite of what 
Weber has in mind. This very clearly comes from 
a place of woundedness; earnestly, it tries hard 
to move toward compassion and comprehension. 
The broad strokes of Weber's dramatization reveal 
a good understanding about how bullying trickles 
down, but her finer points are rough. The perform- 
ers, particularly Lexi Ainsworth as the bullied girl 
and Hunter King as her tormentor, seem aptly cast 
and highly authentic — at least until they all get 
vacuum-packed like sardines into Weber's canned 
and fishy structure. Individual moments resonate, 
but constructed scenes play like cable-movie re-en- 
actments. Well-intentioned but belabored, Weber's 
documentary conceit ultimately saps the story of 
its truthfulness and is therefore self-defeating. (JK) 

Danny Collins Semi-fresh on the heels of The Hum- 
bling, here is Al Pacino's second self-conscious 
portrait of the artist as an old man in as many 
months. Danny Collins reads as a borderline 


self-pitying mea culpa, allowing that perhaps the 
actor has strayed from the subtle and powerful 
work of his younger days. It's no stretch to see him 
as the titular pop star who went from a tunefully 
sensitive folk debut to coking up and crooning 
Barry Manilow-style schmaltz to old ladies gnawing 
on licorice in stadium front rows. This might have 
been prevented, had young Danny ever received 
that handwritten letter from John Lennon assuring 
him that money and fame wouldn't ruin him artisti- 
cally, as only he could do that to himself. Another 
thing money won't do, says Danny himself, is buy 
redemption, but upon finally getting that letter as 
a gift from his manager (Christopher Plummer), 
he spends the movie opening hearts by opening 
his checkbook. Prominent beneficiaries include a 
meek hotel manager played by Annette Bening and 
an angry estranged son played by Bobby Cannavale, 
both in fine form. For a while writer-director Dan 
Fogelman’s movie was called Imagine, and it gets 
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as much mileage as possible from old Lennon songs, 
finally acknowledging over the closing credits 
that this lost-letter episode actually happened to 
British folk musician Steve Tilston - who seems 
more grounded, and more interesting, than the 
caricature that is Danny Collins. But point taken: 
Ah, what might have been. (JK)

The “Blurred Lines” verdict 
that awarded the Marvin Gaye estate 
$7.2 million earlier this month had 
music journalists scrambling to find 
whatever counterintuitive spin they 
could put on it. The New York Times 
called it a scary omen of things to 
come: a world where only printed (as 
opposed to improvised) music counted 
in courts. LA Weekly said the Bob 
Marley estate can now sue anyone who 
plays reggae because the “feel” is the 
same in every song. 

Pish-pash and poppycock. Robin 
Thicke and Pharrell blatantly ripped 
off Gaye’s “Got To Give It Up,” and 
even if it wasn’t intentional, they 
need to pay up. But with online and 
print media competing for the eyes 
of culture vultures, people seem to be 
squeezing their brains as hard as they 
can to find new things to say about 
any given subject. 

With that said, please indulge me 
in the same. 

TV criticism is no different from 
music criticism. After happily binge- 
watching Tina Fey’s awesome new 
series on Netflix, Unbreakable 
Kimmy Schmidt, I looked 
online to see what 
people were saying 
about it. The reviews 
are uniformly positive, 
but some folks just can’t 
help themselves from 
overthinking things. 

Unbreakable is about a 
naive gal with a lot of pluck 
who escapes a doomsday cult 
and tries to make it in the 
big city. What’s not to like? 
Ellie Kemper is perfect for the 
lead role, probably because 
it was created especially for 
her by Fey and fellow 30 
Rock alum Robert Carlock. 

It was originally scripted for 
NBC, which passed on it for some 
bizarre reason. Netflix snapped it up, 
allowing for an extra four minutes 

of jokes in each episode — and the 
jokes are fucking funny. On her first 
night out on the town, Kimmy sidles 
up to the bar for a drink and a group 
of giggling twits asks her if she wants 
to party. “Are you into molly?,” they 
ask. “Am I!,” replies Kimmy. “She’s my 
favorite American Girl doll!” 

The show has a lot of heart, too. 
But it’s not perfect. Carol Kane is cast 
as the yenta-ish landlady, and the 
normally brilliant comedienne seems 
out of her depth here. Her lines 
are sometimes hard to understand, 
and when she drops ironic hip-hop 
allusions — yes, I’m a middle-aged 
dowager, but I’m still down — it 
doesn’t have the desired effect. Jane 
Krakowski plays the Manhattan 
billionaire’s wife more aptly, but 


her Native American backstory is 
superfluous, which would be fine if 
it were funny, but the jokes there are 
as thin as her character is supposed 
to be. 

So that’s my 20th-century take 
on the comedy — a straightforward 
review, right? Cut to the internets, 
where each entity seems to be using 
the show as some sort of Rorschach 
test. Think Progress has outdone itself 
by seeing the ensemble as some sort 
of championing of the Other Man. 
“It’s a show about all the people who 
never got shows about them,” it 
writes. Really? Actually, Unbreakable 
is not that different from The Mary 
Tyler Moore Show, or Joey, or 2 Broke 
Girls — it’s about being cast out of 
some place or situation and starting 
over. 

Various other outlets are having 
a really hard time with how race is 
portrayed on the show, despite the 
fact that it pokes fun at every single 
person, even whitey, the same way. 
The Bold Italic calls it a 






“great show with a big race problem.” 
Sure, one of her love interests is 
an Asian guy named Dong, about 
which the Bold Italic astutely asks, 
“Didn't we get over that joke in 16 
Candles?” But the rest of the review is 
a ridiculously PC Church Lady pick- 
apart of every single racial theme on 
the show. 

With all the online blogger 
forensics going on, I’m reminded 
of the trend in higher education to 
warn students when they might feel 
“triggered” by something in a piece 
of literature. Lighten up, people. If 
you have to brace yourself through 
every frame of Unbreakable because 
there might be something past/post/ 
future-racial going on, perhaps your 
time would be better spent watching 
C-SPAN. As for me, I can’t wait for 
Season 2.

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FINALLY, A FULL SIT-DOWN HAPA EXPERIENCE 


Heart ot the Mission

If Richie Nakano’s foie gras 


opener at Hapa Ramen is any indication, 
chefs spent their free time during the 
luxe liver’s two-and-a-half-year hiatus in 
California wisely rethinking its pairings 
and presentation on a plate. A terrine of 
foie gras ($22) is shrouded in bright pink 
rhubarb drapery and crowned with an 
artist’s touch of microgreens and edible 
flowers. Dots of rhubarb syrup lead toa 
pair of buttermilk foam pools with a car- 
amelized white chocolate powder in 
which the powder and foam together be- 
come a savory room-temperature ver- 
sion of hot chocolate wonderfully 
playing off the slick liver. What a fresh, 
luxurious, and distinctly springtime tab- 
leau that fully comes together when 
slathered on toast. 

The city has anxiously awaited an 
opportunity to have a full sit-down 
Hapa experience since a previously 
procured location on Fillmore evap- 
orated and now is a part of The Prog- 
ress. A year later, Hapa has a home 
in the heart of the Mission, and each 
night this home feels like a dinner par- 
ty with Nakano donning his signature 
Giants hat and producing food worth 
the long wait. Folks are downright 
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having fun. For good reason. 

Without question, the trio of 
ramens will cause the most debate 
among diners, but in reality they 
only share the marquee despite being 
in the restaurant’s name. The shoyu 
broth ($11) was chicken-based — 
nourishing but timid — while the 
spicy tonkotsu ramen ($14) boasted 
a restrained pork intensity; if there 
were any spices, they couldn’t be de- 
tected. Both are still enjoyable but a 
spice jolt would help the tonkotsu. Of 
the three bowls, the sweet and earthy 
balance of the carrot-miso broth ($9) 
in the veggie bowl captivated most. 

Since Hapa wisely has two ramen 
sizes, a party of four could easily or- 
der each small ramen and the rest of 
the menu for a perfect feast. (Other 
ramen restaurants take note.) Besides 
that option, what sets these ramens 
apart from many peers are the noo- 
dles themselves and the high-cali- 
ber supporting cast to the broths. 
Tonkotsu sports bright red chili 
noodles with a fetching smoky note 
and springy whole wheat noodles for 
the miso-veggie and the shoyu. This 
jaded pork belly eater saw the meat’s 


light again in a thick slab similar to 
well-marbled steak, with thin fat 
streaks crowning the shoyu bowl in 
royal fashion. 

My problem with the signature 
“Big Daddy” at the Ferry Building 
stall has been soggy fried chicken 
garnishes, but here the restaurant 
has upped its game in the shoyu 
version, absorbing broth without 
losing its personality like non-sticky 
sauce-coated boneless chicken wing. 
It’s flat-out awesome. The tonkotsu 
ends up rocking out from a piece of 
pork grilled over bincho coals, ampli- 
fying the smoke in the noodles. The 
garnishes go all Christopher Walken 
here, being supporting roles that 
steal the show. 

Like in the shoyu ramen, fried 
chicken in the bao ($5) is ideal: moist 
and tender interior with a gentle crisp 
exterior. The three-bite package soars 
with its dab of hot sauce and bread- 
and-butter pickles in the center (and 
high praise is warranted for the bun 
actually being warm). Early spring 
asparagus is lightly cured and topped 


Hapa shoyu ramen 
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with candied lemon, fried asparagus 
shavings, spring onions, and dabs of 
whole grain mustard and trout roe 
($14), showing a smart and careful 
hand with produce. Pork dumplings 
are another worthwhile order, loading 
a bowl of soy-heavy “Sanbaizu” ($11) 
that could use some more kick from 
the chili oil. 

Desserts include a made-in-house 
cookie dough ice cream and a superb 
dense chocolate pudding topped with 
coconut toffee crumble ($8) that I’d 
order on its own. 

Hapa channels two recent trends, 
following 4505 Meats from its Ferry 
Building stall and Liholiho Yacht 
Club from its pop-up 
concept (often Hapa 
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Buttermilk fried chicken on a 
steamed bun.

Overall, knocks are hard to find, 
but do pass on the harsh, unbalanced 
“White Oak” cocktail. As well, the 
puffy tapioca cracker serving as the 
base for a lovely tartare of precise 
halibut cubes, uni emulsion, and av- 
ocado, unfortunately, is as chewy as 
a dog toy.

For A Deviled 
Egg Sandwich

At the terminus of the Califor- 
nia Street cable car line you'll find the 
aaptly named Café Terminus — an in- 
teresting hybrid café-bar case study that 
caters to the overworked and hungry 
types. It serves as a breakfast and lunch 
canteen by morning, and at 2 p.m., it 
transforms into an under-the-radar 
cocktail bar that just happens to major 
in Absinthe Studies. 

Between the alternating identities, 
Terminus is best known for its chicken 
and kale salad that turns two of the 
most overused and bland ingredients in 
the California cooking repertoire into 
the perfect lunch. Sorry vegetarians, 
there is no tofu-kale — or any vegetar- 
ian salad for you here. 

So I was intrigued to see what Termi- 
nus’ chef Dennis Leary’s meat-free op- 
tions were for a recent weekday lunch 
rush. The bad news is that he didn’t use 
kale at all (we all need more kale, 
right?). The good news is that the two 
sandwich options (both $9) were just as 
pleasurable as a cable car ride through 
town. Terminus’ deviled egg sandwich 
is officially (or at least officially in my 
opinion) neck and neck with Lauren Ki- 
ino’s version at I] Cane Rosso and Red 
Dog. Terminus adds an important kick 
to the rivalry with a subtle chili paste 
that never overpowers the unassuming 
eggs. It just lingers in the background 
with the trio of mustard, mayo, anda 
steady dash of black pepper over the 
chopped hard-boiled eggs. Everything 
is in the right proportion, and, yes, this 
is not an “egg salad” sandwich. There 
are no pickles or celery doused with 
way too much mayo. 

If the deviled egg sandwich is the rus- 
tic countryside picnic, the barbecue

eggplant sandwich takes us to a back- 
yard deep in the heart of Texas. Each 
thick strip of eggplant is gently charred, 
far from the soot often associated with 
grilled squash and nightshades. A hefty 
dose of barbeque sauce is slathered over 
everything, accented by a fresh punch 
of basil and the eyebrow-raising funk of 
some goat cheese smear. It’s a carefully 
organized composition of savory and 
sweet and smoky that within seconds 
becomes a chaotic romp. 

Note to self: You will need many, 
many napkins but you won’t mind 
it one bit as the eggplant slides out 
from under the bread and barbe- 
cue sauce coats all your digits (all 
sandwiches are served on the ses- 
ame-studded, fluffy brioche meets 
country loaf bread baked in-house. 
Check out the “Gluten is Satan” sign 
next to the marble bar). In compari- 
son, Franklin Barbecue draws hours- 
long lines in Austin and soon S.F. but 
doesn’t have an eggplant (or anything 
veggie) number like this one. And 
right as you wrap up lunch, you'll 
notice the bartender making his first 
cocktail for an beleaguered stock mar- 
ket watcher. Happy hour has already 
begun, but the sandwiches already 
have you in a great mood. 

Do note portions are very generous 
for everything, and each dish is served 
to-go even when you say it’s “for here.” 
I’m not sure if that’s catering to mil- 
lennials’ tendency to be indecisive or 
if it’s amore environmentally respon- 
sible choice. Either way, it certainly 
doesn’t affect the sandwich taste. 
Terminus is certainly onto something 
since this is a city that loves its cock- 
tails and interesting vegetarian sand- 
wiches. Moreover, it’s made chicken 
and kale desirable again. 

All are legitimate reasons to 
squeeze in with the tourists for a ca- 
ble car ride.

cheese-lovers gathered at the Sheraton, 
Petaluma, to sample fromages and wine, 
vote for chefs’ creations in a cheesy bat- 
tle, visit local farms, and more. 

Saturday night’s Chefs vs. Chefs 
event, during which the cooks were 
challenged to create a vote-winning 
dish based on cheese, featured many 
alternatives to cow’s milk cheese. 
Cypress Grove Chévre’s Bermuda 
Triangle was accompanied by minty 
mushy peas atop a mini English 
muffin to snag Oakland’s Haven 
the highest number of votes in the 
contest. Petaluma’s own Pug’s Leap 
Chevre was featured on Rosso’s fo- 
caccia with caramelized onions and 
other restaurants, including Nick’s 
Cove and Lincoln Park Wine Bar, all 
stepped up to the plate. 

On Sunday, purveyors of all types 
showed off their wares: from goat’s 
cheese, to sheep’s milk butter, wine 
from olive oil makers, and cleverly 
flavored salts. Of course, cheese is 
not complete without wine, anda 
handful of local winemakers includ- 
ing VML and Russian River Vine- 
yards, were on hand to offer tastings 
and suggest good pairings. 

Next year’s Festival will take place on 
March 18-20, back in Petaluma. Mark 
your calendars now.

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“People who say life isn’t fair 
are usually trying to screw you, Sam 
told me, early into his first beer. “If 
someone has to explain that life isn’t 
fair, they’re probably the ones causing 
the trouble.” 

We're sitting in longtime Excelsior 
dive bar, Pissed Off Pete’s, which 
comes across as a bar that time 
forgot. It’s an attractive quality in 
dive bars, which exist in spite of 
trends, not because of them. A “hip” 
dive bar is a contradiction in terms: a 
bunch of kids enthusiastically playing 
at being disaffected. Like “faking 
sincerity,” hip dive bars can’t be what 
they’re pretending to be. 

People have been letting Sam 
down, and it seems like all the 
good work he’s done and the 
respect he’s earned isn’t 
enough to get him a cup 
of coffee in this town, 
once he actually needs 
something. 

You can have this 
kind of conversation 
in a bar that serves 
$14 cocktails with 
fresh ingredients and 
young waitresses in 
stupid uniforms, but 
it lacks gravitas. It’s 
like a Google vice pres- 
ident commiserating 
about the cost of kicking 
public teachers out of 
the multiunit home he just 
bought. 

But that same vice president 
can’t have that conversation in a bar 
where people throw punches. A bar 
where people are getting drunk on 
what they can afford will not tolerate 
it for very long. That’s why we need 
dive bars, and their refusals to be 
trendy: Refusing to be trendy is the 
beginning of a moral compass. It’s 
why hipsters and techies insist that 
morality is relative. The one because 
they want to be trendy, the other 
because they place the efficiency of 
the trivial over the success of the 
meaningful. 

Neither can get what they want in 
a world with real standards. 

Pissed Off Pete’s one concession 
to San Francisco gentrification just 
might be what I’m told is a very 
impressive kitchen in the back — the 
beer brined pork chops and butternut 
squash ravioli have been getting 
raves, among other things. Sadly, it 
was closed during our visit. Instead, 
we walked into the room and ordered 
a Rodenbach Grand Cru for me, and 
an Anchor Steam for Sam. 

The bartender gave me a look. 
“You know that beer is $8, right?”

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God bless him. After making the 
pour, he decided the tap didn’t have 
enough left in it to make a solid glass, 
so he charged me $6 instead. 

Pete’s is an old-school wooden 
long bar — clean and nice, except for 
a men’s room that is so awful (if still 
hygienic) that it must be a point of 
pride. There’s a little stage area that 
works great for bands and for comedy 
nights; a nicely spacious poolroom 
in the back that is plain, but very 
serviceable; and a long line of Giants 
player bobbleheads keeping watch 
above the bar, between the four TVs. 
It’s one of those rare bars that could 
transform into a strong event venue 
in a snap. The bar takes advantage of 
it with regular gigs. 

But if somebody had been 
performing that night, 
we wouldn't have 
gone there. Over a 
round of Speakeasy

I reminded Sam 
that at some 
point in their 
lives, people 
he admires in 
this world have 
been put in the 
position he’s in 

now. | told him 

about the times 
I’ve been down and 
out — about the time 
I couldn’t pay rent and 
had one more car payment 
left in my bank account and my 
parents said I couldn’t come home 
because they thought I wasn’t “trying 
hard enough” to find a job. I made 
them choke on those words for years, 
when I finally got back on my feet. 

I told him what somebody I 
admired had once said to me. “At 
least some of your heroes should be 
alive now,’ I said, repeating the words 
just as I’d heard them. “Because we 
deify the dead. We think their lives 
were inevitable, and we forget how 
much they struggled. But if your 
heroes are alive, you'll see firsthand 
how good people, even great people, 
have the wheel of life turn on them, 
and end up on the bottom as much 
as the top. Knowing they were there 
first helps keep you sane, when it 
happens to you.” 

It’s the best I had to offer. It 
seemed to help. We left in a much 
better mood than we came in — what 
else is a dive bar for?

AUSTIN, Tex. — It’s a Wednes- 
day afternoon, humid as hell, and I’m sit- 
ting in a covered picnic table area 
surrounded by food trucks and about a 
thousand other people, watching as the 
winner of NPR's Tiny Desk Concert con- 
test is accosted by a pair of fortysomething 
blondes in silver bangles and cowboy hats. 

“It’s so good to finally seee youuu!” 
they screech, as the singer stands up, 
with only the slightest hesitation, to 
meet their embraces. A man appears 
alongside them, introductions are made, 
and five minutes of chitchat ensue be- 
fore the guy is eventually tasked with 
taking a photo of the threesome, both 
women grinning on either side of Oak- 
land’s Fantastic Negrito. They hug again 
before leaving, and the singer sits back 
down to his gyro. “I have no idea who 
that was,” he admits cheerfully. 

A little over a month after Xavier 
Dphrepaulezz, aka Fantastic Negrito, 
beat out some 7,000 other artists across 
the U.S. to take home the prize in NPR’s 
first-ever Tiny Desk Concert contest, the 
roots musician is getting used to inter- 
actions like these. People know him, or 
think they know him, or want to know 
him. This is all good, Dphrepaulezz says. 
He’s rolling with the punches. 

His band is just one of many set 
amid the chaos that is South by South- 
west, which has mushroomed over the 
course of its 28 years from an intimate 
music-industry conference of fewer 
than 1,000 registrants and about 170 
artists into a music, film, and tech 


- House shows, if you can find ‘em, are 
stronger than official showcases. For one 
thing, there’s a much better chance these 
performances will make you feel alive 
and high in the way live music should 
make you feel. One of my favorite nights 
involved a suburban backyard with an 
open bar, and an attic that steamed up 
with sets from Brooklyn dance party 
Rubblebucket (which marched down the 
stairs and into the yard for its final song) 
followed by a high-energy set from Bay 
Area indie rockers Panic is Perfect. By the 
end, confetti was in everyone's hair and 
someone had thrown jam at the wall. 
Went to sleep smiling.

trants and attendees 
seem to base far too 
much self-worth.

All the 
more reason to admire 
Dphrepaulezz’s Zen- 
like take on the hype 
surrounding him. 
Hearing a bit about 
Dphrepaulezz’s back- 
ground helps explain 
some of his calm, 
which is to say, the 
man seems to have 
nine lives. Growing up 
in Oakland in a strict 
Muslim family with 
13 siblings, he started 
getting into trouble 
at a young age, and 
eventually was kicked 
out of junior high. He 
spent time in reform school, bouncing 
among foster homes throughout the 
East Bay from 12 “until I was out of 
the system,” he says. Dphrepaulezz 
didn’t start playing music until he was 
18, when he taught himself to play 
any instrument he could get his hands 
on by sneaking into practice spaces at 
UC Berkeley. “The Bay Area’s awesome 
like that — that I had that access,” he 
remembers. “I just acted like I belonged. 
It gave me something to do, to focus 


the world — to bring out the local pride 
and sense of togetherness. 

We saw folks from different genres 
excitedly hugging each other in the 
street about a half-dozen times. Local 
artists we or our fellow SF Weekly writ- 
ers saw killed it: K. Flay, the Stone Fox-

on. It was either that or end up dead.” 
The latter seemed likely, he says. At one 
point, he had a gun held to his head. He 
decided he didn’t want to experience 
that again. 

Six years later, Dphrepaulezz was 
signed to Interscope with a $1 million 
deal. He released a straight commercial 
R&B album in 1996 called X Factor, un- 
der the name Xavier, but he says neither 
he nor the label were ready for the part- 
nership; the album floundered. In 1999, 
a car accident put him in a three-week 
coma, and he didn’t know if he’d ever 
regain full use of his hands. 

As anyone who saw Fantastic Negrito 
perform at SXSW can attest to, he cer- 
tainly did: Like Prince, one of Dphrepau- 
lezz’s idols, he seems almost preternat- 
urally gifted on guitar and piano, with a 
voice that makes blues and punk sound 
like regular bedfellows. The kicker, 
though, is his attitude: There’s a sense 
he’s fighting for something up there, and 
he’s not afraid to let the full force of his 
history, in all its pain and violence — and 
once you start asking questions, there’s a 
whole damn lot of it — pour out of each 
syllable. There’s a rawness in it, which 
might have something to do with the fact 
that he only started this project a year 
and a half ago, playing at BART stations 
and in front of doughnut shops in Oak- 
land (still his favorite kind of gigs). He 
doesn’t seem surprised to be where he is. 
He works hard, and expects results. 

Which is not to say Dphrepaulezz 
is fearless. “I get stage fright,” he says. 

“T throw up before every show. I’m 
thinking about just making it part of the 
act. Then maybe get some lighter fluid 
involved ... ‘Fantastic Negrito and the 


Flaming Pukes,’ we'll call it.” 

Still: He understands the level of 
buzz around him, and he looks it in 
the eye. “I name each show,” he says. 
“Today’s show was called “Time To Live 
Up to the Hype.” And? As we part, a 
whole other gaggle of people comes up 
to congratulate this fantastic talent. 
He’s unfazed. Tough to tell whether he 
actually knows these folks or not, but 
soon enough, a whole lot more people 
are going to know him.

Out of the 
Dubstep Ashes

The story of how Tessela came 
to be one of the most exciting and innova- 
tive electronic musicians active today be- 
gins with the death of one of the most vital 
and groundbreaking scenes in recent elec- 
tronic music history. Dubstep — the origi- 
nal, moody British breed, dedicated to 
sub-bass worship, sparse percussion, and 
atmospheric dread — began to exhaust it- 
self four or five years ago, as its originators 
moved on or shifted gears and the term it- 
self came to be associated with a particular 
breed of embarrassingly awful music, 
mostly American, that bore no relation to 
the genre’s roots whatsoever. 

But creative destruction bears sweet 
musical fruit, and out of the ashes of 
dubstep rose a spate of particularly bril- 
liant producers who borrowed the genre’s 
trappings to begin mapping out their own 
territory. Tessela, also known as Ed Rus- 
sell, is one of these producers — his early 
12-inches in 2011 and 2012 clearly con-

PC Music will be familiar to anyone who has 
followed underground electronic music 
news, blogs, or magazines over the past 
year or two. Perhaps nominally understood 
to be a “record label,” even though it has 
released no records (all PC Music releases 
are published and distributed on Sound- 
cloud), it is better understood as an artist 
collective, with founder A.G. Cook acting as 
ringleader, spokesperson, and A&R honcho. 
Comprising many different artists, the PC 
Music sound is remarkably consistent - and 
remarkably polarizing. Steeped heavily in 
irony, pastiche, and digital or “net art,” PC 
Music releases tend to sound like American 
EDM (i.e., Kaskade or Calvin Harris, not tra- 
ditional techno or house) artists pushed to 
their logical extreme-like EDM in drag. (Not 
coincidentally, many of the label's artists 
seem to disdain the gender binary.) The 
music is kinetic, hyper-stylized, saccharine, 
and may not be to everyone's taste, but 
given how much of a splash PC Music has 
made in such little time, will certainly make 
for an interesting night out.

Francis got his start by 
DJing at a bar in Leatherhead (yes - that is 
actually the name of a real city in southeast 
England), mucking about until he was bit- 
ten, like so many others, by the house mu- 
sic bug. Soon enough, he made his way to 
London, eventually earning a spot as a resi- 
dent DJ at the city’s mega-club, Fabric. It 
was at Fabric that he developed his own 
style, threading together different kinds of 
house music, pairing the jack-your-body 
style of old-school acid house with modern 
deep house and tech-house sounds. Fran- 
cis’ groove is easy to listen to but just as 
easy to lose yourself in-the mark of an ex- 
cellent DJ.
